Positions in Desegregation Lawsuit 
‘Set Forth on First Day of Trial

Tuesday, November 18, 
marked the start of the latest trial 
surrounding the issue of school 
desegregation in Prince George’s 
County, known officially as 
Sylvester Vaughns et al. v. Prince 
' George’s County Board of Edu- 
cation et al. The trial, scheduled 
to last at least three weeks, is 
being held at the Greenbelt Fed- 
eral Court House. It comes 25 
years after the beginning of 
court-ordered busing for desegre- 
gation in the county. U.S. District 
Judge Peter Messitte, presiding 
over the trial, is expected to de- 
cide the case by April 1998. 

Since the original desegrega- 
tion decision, the demographics 
of the county have changed radi- 
cally, with the school system 
moving from a white-majority to 
a black-majority student body. In 
1996 Judge Messitte ordered an 
independent panel to review de- 
segregation activities in the 
school system.* | 

To meet the demands of the 
court, students are bused to 
schools in areas removed from 
their homes; magnet schools have 
been established to attract white 
students to predominately black 
schools; and schools that could 


not be integrated, called Milliken 
II schools, have received extra 
funds and teachers to make up 


for the lack of racial integration. - 


All of these actions are designed 
to assure access to an equal edu- 
cation for black students in the 
county, : 

The issues remain complex. 
The county and the Board of 
Education are producing evidence 
to convince Judge Messitte that 


-court-ordered busing should end 


and that with the changing racial 
composition of the county, along 
with all that the county has ac- 
complished, schools are as inte- 
grated as feasible. The NAACP 
(National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People) is 
in agreement that much has been 
accomplished, but contends that 
much remains to be accom- 
plished. It does not agree that 
the court should give up its over- 
sight of the school system at this 
time. 
Opening Arguments 

The opening arguments set the 
stage for the trial and the issues 
to be decided. The Board of 
Education and the county were 
the first to speak. While the 
county seeks a full end to court- 
ordered busing, the. school board 


proposes a six-year phase-out 
plan. 

Andrew Nussbaum, counsel 
for the board of education, re- 
viewed the history of the court

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Outstanding Citizen - Dies

Greenbelt’s 1997 Outstanding 
Citizen, Michael 
Vaccaro died on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 23. He had long suffered 
from heart disease and other 
health problems, although he con- 
tinued to remain active in com- 
munity affairs. He had appeared 
on a local television morning 
news show featuring Greenbelt 
only four days earlier (see article, 
p-4). 

Mayor Judith Davis, who 
worked with Vaccaro on numer- 
ous Greenbriar and Labor Day 
Festival activities, said “Despite 
increasing pain and physical hard- 
ship, Mike continued to serve his 
community in so many ways. He 
never turned away from a job 
that needed to be done; he would 
do everything he could for the 
city he loved. Greenbelt and I 
have lost a very special friend.” 

At the opening ceremonies of 
this year’s Labor Day Festival, 
Vaccaro received the surprise -an- 
nouncement that he had been se- 
lected outstanding citizen. Then 
Mayor Antoinette Bram described 
him as one who is “always work- 
ing behind the scenes and waves 
off thanks and recognition” while 
continually distinguishing himself 
“aS an organizer and planner of 
events for the good of the com- 
munity” and “as one who always 
recognizes those in need and ex- 
tends a helping hand .. .” 

Outstanding Citizen Commit- 
tee Chair Edward Birner, in an- 
nouncing his selection, called 
Vaccaro “a community person, 
dedicated to building, maintaining 
and promoting various organiza- 
tions in the city, as well as being 
there with a helping hand for a 
neighbor in need.” 

Vaccaro was 52 years old,

having been born in Cleveland, 
Ohio on April 7, 1945. He ob- 
tained his B. A. degree from St. 
Francis College, Beddeford, ME. 
His work career was with the

Michael Vaccaro 
federal government where he 
worked for the National Science 
Foundation, the Law Enforce- 
ment Association and the Justice 
Department. He retired in 1983 
as Personnel Director of the Civil 
Division as a result of a severe 
back injury incurred in an acci- 
dent while at work. Many 
people who knew him were not 
aware of the intense pain that he 
suffered for most of his retire- 
ment years as his back continued 
to degenerate. 

The Vaccaro family moved to 
Greenbriar Condominiums in 
Greenbelt in 1976 where he soon 
became active in community af-

Consumer Co-op Reports 
Best Sales Year Yet 


by Leta Mach 
Members of the Greenbelt 
Consumer Cooperative who at- 


tended the co-op’s annual meet-- 


ing on Saturday, October 25, in 
the Greenbelt Community Center 
participated in the annual elec- 
tions for the co-op’s board of di- 
rectors, heard reports about the 


condition of the co-op and made 


suggestions for the future. 
The terms of board members 
Dorrie Bates and Paul Rall had 


- expired and they were up for re- 


election. The two were unop- 


_ posed and unanimously elected to 


another term. 


Treasurer Joe Timer noted that. 


the fiscal year had been good. 
Total sales were $7,703,571; op- 
erating income was $133,924. 
Timer stated, “This is excellent in 


_ terms of the competitive market 
~ we're in.” 


The cooperative contributed 
$23,297 of the income to em- 
ployee bonuses, $59,000 to mem- 
bers’ patronage refunds and 


$31,627 to the employee retire- 
ment plan. The patronage refund 
will be distributed to members in 
December. Member sales were 
71 percent of the total sales at 
the cooperative. 

Timer also stated that the co- 
operative had a good debt to eq- 
uity ratio, with 77 cents of debt 
for every dollar of equity. Many 
businesses, he explained, have 
more debt than equity on their 
books. 

Manager’s Report 

The co-op manager, Bob 

Davis, added that total sales for 


. the year were a record for the 


cooperative. He stated that “we 
met or passed all our financial 
goals. We put a lot of your 
money back into the store,” he 
added, “to make the store better 
for you —the owners, the mem- 

bers and the customers.” 
Improvements have included 
new freezers, painting on the 
building’s exterior and a rebuilt

Steve Harper Resigns 
From GHI Board

The following are the high- 
lights of the November 20 
meeting of the GHI Board of 
Directors. A more complete 
story will follow in a later is- 
sue. 

Director Steven Harper. an- 
nounced that he is resigning 
from the GHI Board in Decem- 
ber and moving with his wife 
to Baltimore. Harper said their 
decision to leave Greenbelt was 
made easy by the manner in 
which the GHI Board handled 
the special nreeting it held to 
discuss pedestrian access in his 
court. He explained that he 
had insisted the Board handle 
the matter in his court promptly 
because the outcome would in- 
fluence financial decisions he 
and his family were making. 
Harper then read a statement in 
which he levied specific accu- 
sations against the GHI Board 
and Audit Committee, and also 
accused GHI staff of making 
mistakes which he said resulted 
in the break-down of neighbor- 
liness in his court. 

The Board unanimously ac- 
cepted the 1998 budget, which 
totals $7,120,854.00. 

There was discussion of a 
member’s request for a privacy 
screen at 2 Court Hillside. Fi- 
nal action was postponed so 
that alternative ideas for im- 
proving the curb appeal of the 
yard can be considered. 

The Board made several 
changes to the requirements for 
participation in GHI’s Fee In- 
crease Deferral Program (FIDP) 
and Rehab Loan Deferral Pro- 
gram.(RLDP) for 1998.

Michael Vaccaro, Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding Citizen for 1997, 
appeared in that role, sadly for 
the last time, in an interview on 
TV Channel 5 early Wednesday 
morning, November 19. He 
died only three days later. 

In the interview with Tony 
Perkins, of the early morning 
news team, Vaccaro talked of his 
work with athletic programs for 
children and how recently, fol- 
lowing a period of illness, he 
found himself a spokesman: for 
those physically challenged. In 
earlier years he was the city’s 
Santa Claus during the holiday 
season; he said he was no longer 
able to take on that role, which 
required lifting little children into 
his lap. 

Speaking animatedly about the 
quality of life in Greenbelt, 
Vaccaro recounted how many 
former residents still return for 
each year’s Labor Day Festival 
and how the community still 
has “that small town feel.” 

Focus on Greenbelt 

Those watching the early 
morning news would have seen 
that conversation, and inter- 
views with other Greenbelt per- 
sonalities, as well as video 
views of the city, as part of a 
continuing series on Fox Morn- 
ing News that highlights indi- 
vidual communities in the 
Washington Metropolitan area. 

The program on Greenbelt 
began at 6:30 a.m. with an in- 
troduction to the Greenbelt 
Community Center and an in- 
terview with Joe McNeal, su- 


pervisor of the Community © 


Center. Later the regular news 
program was interspersed from 
time to time with segments on 
Greenbelt. McNeal talked 
about the variety of programs 
available to residents and 
neighbors from the surrounding 
region. 

The sequence began, how- 
ever, with the long view of 
Greenbelt — a clip from the 
historic film “The City,” with

building as it looks today. In- 
side the building, the camera 
panned the corridors, showing 
colorful murals, the work of 
some of the artists who rent 
space in the facility. 

A later sequence, filmed at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
included a brief interview with 
Dr. Gerald Boarman, Chief 
Educational Administrator. 
Several interviewed students 
talked enthusiastically about the 
tradition of Eleanor Roosevelt, 
for whom the school is named, 
and, for one, of her interest in 
the “greenbelt towns.” 

The entire sequence of vi- 
gnettes and interviews was con- 
ducted by the Channel 5 re- 
porter, who was impressed with 
the town’s unique history — 
apparently unknown to him be- 
fore this assignment. Later he 
conducted an interview with the 
city’s new mayor, Judith Davis, 
whom he called by her pre- 
ferred nickname, “J.” Davis 
described the city’s current 
resident population as 22,000, 
increasing to a population of 
60,000 during the day as work- 
ers enter for a wide variety of 
employment. 

Davis praised the city’s con- 
cern with maintaining walking 
and bicycling paths, the attrac- 
tiveness of the two lakes, and 
the design of the original shop- 
ping plaza, which continues to 
draw people to the Roosevelt 
Center. “Our heritage is 
greenspace,” Davis said. “We 
want to insure quality develop- 
ment.” 

Pioneers — 

Another segment of the show 
highlighted several Greenbelt pio- 
neers, including Norma Dealing, 
a member of the first family to 
take up residence here; Donnie 
Wolfe; Annie Halley; and Dr. 
Clayton McCarl. Sandra Lange, 
as president of the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum, also de- 
scribed some of the city’s early 
history.

fairs. He served first as building 
representative for his building, 
and then on the board of di- 
rectors for Phase II and as its 
president. He also was a 
member and chairperson of 
the Greenbriar Community As- 
sociation and represented 
Greenbriar on the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Coalition. He 
was often the Santa Claus at 
Greenbriar’s Christmas parties, 
until his health no longer per- 
mitted him to do so. Accord- 
ing to Stephen Bupp, presi- 
dent of Condominium Venture, 
Inc. the management firm for 
Greenbriar, Vaccaro’s leader- 
ship helped implement aggres- 
sive energy savings measures 
that resulted in reductions in 
condo fees, helped resolve 
water pipe, roof construction, 
and below grade foundation 
problems experienced by the 
condominium. Vaccaro was 
involved in the negotiations 
for Greenbriar land with the 
State Highway Administration 
for the new off ramp from the 
Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way onto Greenbelt Road.

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Council Okays Firehouse 
Renovation, Gives Check

At the regular Greenbelt City 
Council meeting on October 27, 
retiring mayor Antoinette Bram 
presented to Jay Remenick, 
President of the Greenbelt Vol- 
unteer Fire Department, a check 
for $21,500 to be used in reno- 
vating the control and commu- 
nications room at the firehouse. 
This amount came out of the 
$75,000 set aside in the Fiscal 
Year 1998 Capital Projects 
Budget to assist in the 
firehouse renovation. 

Council authorized accep- 
tance of the low bid of $17,800 
by DRH, Inc. of Chesapeake 
Beach, Md. to renovate the 
room and another bid of $3,700 
from Lloyd’s Communications 
of Forestville to replace the 
speaker system. 

After it is renovated, the 
newly furbished room will be 
named to honor the late J. Paul 
Williams, Remenick said. Wil- 
liams served with the Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad in 
many capacities during his long 
residence in Greenbelt. He was 
its first fire chief. 

According to specifications 
in the bid submitted by DRH, 
the present ceiling, paneling, 
door and door frame, and floor 
tiling will be removed and re- 
placed with new materials. 
New lighting fixtures and 
countertops will also be in- 
stalled in the room. 

Lloyd’s Communications will 
revamp the speaker system 
throughout the firehouse, in- 
cluding intercoms and in-house 
speakers. 

The firehouse was built in 
1961, and its need for renova- 
tion has long been recognized. 
According to Remenick, this 
work is being carried out in 
phases, room by room. Cur- 
rently the Fire Department is 
preparing specifications for 
renovation of the sleeping area. 

The total renovation has 
been estimated by architect 
William Stratton to cost around 
$150,000, on the basis that 
some of the work will be com- 
pleted by the members them- 
selves. This year’s expected 
expenditures will constitute 
about half of that estimate. 

At the city’s 60th anniver- 
sary dinner, Governor Parris 
Glendening, on behalf of the 
State of Maryland, also pre- 
sented a check to President 
Remenick. The amount of the 
state check was $17,000, the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department’s portion of a state 
allocation to replace monies 
many departments previously 
earned through authorized gam- 
bling on their premises, a prac- 
tice that will no longer be al- 
lowed. Greenbelt’s check will 
be added to a fund for purchase 
of a new pumper truck, 
Remenick said. 

Cemetery Exception 

Following a telephone poll 
by the city manager of 
councilmembers, council had 
earlier granted an exception to 
the code governing the sale of 
lots in the Greenbelt cemetery 
to the estate of J. Paul Will- 
lams, 
long-tume employee of the city 
and active member for several 
decades of the Greenbelt Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
Williams was eligible to be bur- 
ied in the cemetery. However,

because his family were not 
residents, their ability to pur- 
chase a lot depended on this 
special exception. 

Other Actions 

Council also approved a re- 
quest by Capital Office Park 
for resubdivision of the parcel 
on which the first three similar 
and parallel buildings in the de- 
velopment were constructed. 
The request was made to sim- 
plify financing aspects of the 
subdivision. Although the three 
buildings are under the same 
ownership, their current financ- 
ing agreements have been sepa- 
rate. 

Council also agreed to a re- 
quest from County Executive 
Wayne Curry to support by let- 
ter his nomination of the 
Anacostia River for Presidential 
designation as an American 
Heritage River. Under this ini- 
tiative, 10 rivers nationally will 
receive increased federal atten- 
tion for activities that protect 
their historic, cultural, recre- 
ational, economic and environ- 
mental value. 

Council accepted with regret 
the resignation of Timothy 
Callahan from the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board.

Some people trace their gene- 
alogy through books and clubs 
and learn interesting facts about 
their ancestors. By traveling to 
his grandmother’s homeland, 
though, Jim Bates made some 
fascinating discoveries and a 
friend for Greenbelt in the pro- 
cess. 

Bates, of Woodland Way, first 
traveled to Dolni Ujezd, a village 
in the Czech Republic, two years 
ago with his wife, Frances. How- 
ever, the Bateses’ interest in ge- 
nealogical research is long-stand- 
- ing. “We’ve been doing this for 
25 years,” said Bates. “It’s fun, 
and it’s addictive.” 


On that first trip, the Bateses — 


did most of their research in the 
archives of Obecni Urad (the city 
hall), in the mayor’s office. The 
mayor, Josef Kalyido, proved to 
be not only a gracious host but 
also an aid to their research. The 
Bateses had with them copies of 
photographs of a young man in a 
military uniform and of an old 
woman with a young boy and 
girl. These pictures were on 
postcards that had been sent in 
the 1910s or 1920s to a relative 
of Bates’. Kalvido introduced 
the Bateses to a man who had 
written about a mill where Bates’ 
grandmother had lived while she 
was growing up. This man took 
one look at the photo of the man 
in uniform and said, “That’s my 
grandfather’s brother.” The 
woman in the other photo was 
his great-grandmother. The 
stranger was Bates’ second 
cousin. 

The Bateses’ newly found rela- 
tive invited them to his home that 
evening. He produced a box of 
cards, saying, “I have a surprise 
for you;” from the box he took 
what turned out to be originals of 
the two photos the Bateses had 
brought! The group was able to 
determine that the man’s great- 
grandmother had written the post- 
cards to her brother, who was 
married to Bates’ grandmother's 
half-sister. 

Second Visit 


The Bateses had made one 


amazing find but were by no 
means done with their work. So 
recently Bates, his wife, their 
daughter Peggy, and a cousin, 
Illiene Boawn, returned to the 
Czech Republic armed with more 
photographs of unidentified 
~ people. They gave advance notice 


~of their trip, and people in the: 


village remembered them from 
the previous visit and knew of 
the families the Bateses were in- 
terested in. Still, the Bateses 
were unprepared for the strong 
desire of the people to help them 
in their research. 

Luckily, the Bateses were will- 
ing to follow even unlikely leads, 
and this brought them to a thrill- 
ing discovery. An 87-year-old 
man they encountered on their 
trip urged them to visit a family 
in a village 10 or 15 miles from

Dolni Ujezd; he thought that the 
family might be related to them. 
Skeptical, the Bateses allowed the 
man to guide them to this family, 
bringing along a picture of a 
woman dressed in dark clothing, 
a kerchief over her head; the pic- 
ture had been taken in the 1880s. 
They put the picture on the table 
in their hosts’ home. Their hosts 
answered by putting a picture on 
the table. The pictures were 
identical! Bates learned that he 
had in common with this family 
his great-grandmother. 
“The Friendliest Village in the 
World” 

The Bateses have one more 
picture for which they need to 
identify the subject, and they 
hope to return one day to finish 
their research. Even without this 
incentive, though, it sounds as if 
the Bateses would be eager to re- 
turn. “This is the friendliest vil- 


jage in the-world,” says Bates.

In fact, Bates was so grateful 
for the help and hospitality he re- 
ceived from Mayor Kalvido on 
his first trip that he wanted to ac- 
knowledge Kalvido in a special 
way. So when he planned this 
recent trip he approached then- 
mayor Toni Bram and told her of 
the wonderful response with 
which he and his wife had been 
greeted. Former Mayor Bram 
and the City Council provided a 
plaque expressing appreciation to 
Mayor Kalvido and the village of 
Dolni Ujezd for their great hospi- 
tality; in addition, they gave the 
Bateses Greenbelt pins to give to 
Kalvido, his council, and mayors 
of some of the neighboring vil- 
lages. Bates was able to have the 
plaque translated, and he pre- 
sented the translation to Kalvido 
in his office, along with a 
Greenbelt T-shirt. 

The response of Kalvido was 
to shower the Bateses with gifts 
before they returned to the United 
States. He presented each in the 
party with a beautiful bouquet of 
flowers; he also gave them a 
short history of Dolni Ujezd in 
both English and Czech and 
some brochures, in Czech, featur- 
ing local attractions. In addition, 
the Bateses were presented with 
ceramics and other artwork that 
was produced by children of the 
village. 

These gifts are but a hint of 
the warm treatment experienced 
by the Bateses. “These people 
are terrific,” says Bates of the 
residents of Dolni Ujezd. How 
wonderful it must be to find the 
hand of friendship in a land one’s 
family once called home and to 
find that hand extended to the 
city one now calls home.

case. He described the changing 
demographics of students as 
well as of teachers. In 1972, 
black students represented 24 
percent of students, compared 
with 74 percent in 1996. The 
county has made significant 
strides in hiring minority teach- 
ers; currently 38 percent of 
teachers are of minority races, 
compared with 13 percent of 
teachers nationally. 

Nussbaum argued that a tran- 
sition plan is appropriate for 
the court to approve without its 
giving up complete control at 
this time. He described four 
major issues that need to be re- 
solved: 

1. The board agrees that an 
academic gap still exists between 
educational outcomes for white 
and black students. 

2. Many neighborhoods no 
longer have local schools that 
students can return to. 

3. The concept of diversity is 
still a goal. The issue of neigh- 
borhood schools must be bal- 
anced with diversity. 

4. Accountability of progress 
is a requirement. 

The board proposed a six-year 
plan ‘to complete desegregation 
activities and to return to unitary 
status, i.e., the county would have 
complete control over its school 
system. The plan includes: 

1. A return to neighborhood 
schools of involuntarily bused 
students. 

2. Educational programs to 
address needs of students who are 
not at grade level. 

3. Continued diversity 
through magnet and Milliken II 
schgols. 

4. Accountability to document 
planned academic improvements 
and lessening of the academic 
achievement gap. 

Thus the board of education 
seeks partial unitary status but 
not a total withdrawal of court 
jurisdiction. The*county, how- 
ever, seeks total unitary status, 
arguing that the court should 
completely drop its jurisdiction. 
Deputy County Attorney Sean 
Wallace, representing the 
county, stated that the panel re- 
port indicated that the school 
system has met the desegrega- 
tion requirements. Wallace said 
that School Superintendent 
Jerome Clark will testify that it 
is virtually impossible. to 
achieve a better racial balance 
in the schools, given the current 
demographics. 

Wallace discussed the issue 
of recruiting more white stu- 
dents to magnet schools, indi- 
cating that increased expense 
will not increase enrollment. 
The county and the panel both 
feel that the Milliken II require- 
ments of the court in the mid- 
80’s have been met, according 
to Wallace. 

The county’s attorney also 
referred to the socioeconomic 
status (SES) of the pupils. He 
stated that when race and SES 
are accounted for, the test 
scores of Milliken II students 
are equal to those of other 
schools. Holding SES constant, 
there are no differences among 
drop-out and graduation rates 
by race, he said. 

According to Wallace’s data, 
the racial gap in test scores ex- 


ists nationally, and the Prince | 


George’s gap is smaller than 
Montgomery County’s.

brought on by SES exists at the 
time a student enters the school 
system. |

NAACP 
Patricia Brannan, an attorney 
for the NAACP, the plaintiff in 
this case, indicated that the case 
and the community are at a cross- 
roads. The issue to be settled by 
the trial is the schooling of Afri- 


-can-American children. In Prince 


George’s County, the 1954 deseg- 
regation laws did not change seg- 
regation in the schools. It took 
the 1972 case to help bring about 
desegregation. The court has not 
been heavy-handed, she said, in 
monitoring Board of Education ac- 
tivities, allowing the board to 
work more or less independently. 
Brannan indicated that while the 
county is motioning for unitary 
status, and the Board of Education 
for partial unitary status, the plain- 
tiffs are urging a modification in 
the court’s control. In their view 
the school board has fallen short. 

She then described areas 
where the school board has not 
met desegregation guidelines: 

1. The board grants and denies 
thousands of transfers a year with- 
out regard to racial issues. 

2. Schoo] sizes are increased 
without regard to the increasing 
size of racially isolated schools. 


3. The board has not made » 
sufficient effort to increase the | 


numbers of white students in mag- 
net schools. 

4. Schools with higher. num- 
bers of black students have higher 
numbers of black teachers and 
vice versa. 

5. Black teachers are under- 
represented in secondary Advance 
Placement courses. 

6. Blatk schools have teachers 
with less experience. 

The plaintiff applauds the fact 
that the school system has in- 
creased the number of African- 
American teachers. However, the 
plaintiff claims that equitable 
access to education still does 
not exist. As long as there are 
disparities in opportunities, the 
court should maintain control, 
she argued. Their own evidence 
indicates that SES does not ac- 
count for differences in test 
scores. The NAACP feels that 
expectations are not as high for 
African-American students. In 
addition, Milliken II schools 
have not lived up to expecta- 
tions and need further study. 

Vision of the Future 

Most importantly, Brannan in- 
dicated, is the vision of the fu- 
ture. of the case. She agreed 
that some areas of improvement 
have been made, including areas 
of overt discrimination. She 
questioned, however, whether 
the school board is committed to 
a desegregated future. Of 
88.000 students who ride to 


‘school each day, only 11,400 


(13%).did so in order to further 
desegregation. Sixty-seven 
thousand were bused for loca- 
tion only and 9,400 were bused 
to magnet schools. 

The plaintiffs are willing to 
work with the board on decreas- 
ing the number of rides of black 
students to black schools. How- 
ever, it is impossible to return 
many of these children to neigh- 
borhood schools due to lack of 
schools. The plaintiffs would 
not be willing to accept moving 
black students from racially-di- 
verse schaols to neighborhood 
racially-isolated schools. 

In addition, she said, the edu- 
cational plans of the board do 
not go far enough; plans need to 
be further expanded. Although 
the plaintiffs agree that court ju-

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GEAC Meeting Covers 
Wide Range of Issues

After a layoff of a month and 
the stress of the election, mem- 
bers approached the November 7 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC) meeting in a light- 
hearted mood with much humor 
and laughter. 

Issues discussed included elec- 
tion results and the voting pro- 
cess, Greenbrook Lake and the 
trail system in the area, and the 
establishment of a memorial 
grove at Schrom Hills Park. 

Election Results 

GEAC Chair Sheldon 
Goldberg expressed concern that 
the voter turnout in Greenbelt 
was low. He suggested splitting 
precinct 13 into two precincts to 
make voting easier. City 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
suggested a possible change of 
the registration process to reduce 
the cost of campaigns. GEAC 
member Dorothy Pyles urged 
paying attention to the non-vot- 
ers. Councilmember Thomas X. 
White said that only about 2,000 
voted out of about 10,000 regis- 
tered, and it’s always the same 
2,000 who vote. 

There was some discussion 
that having some council meet- 
ings in different sections of the 
city would encourage voters to 
get involved. Mayor Judith 
Davis expressed support for this 
policy. 

Greenbrook Lake 

Goldberg remarked that the 
lake looked nice at the dedica- 
tion. Dorothy Pyles complained 
that some people were not noti- 
fied about, nor invited to the 
dedication. Davis said she would 
check into what happened. Pyles 
wondered what the lake would be 
~ called. She mentioned some of 
the names used for the lake, in- 
eluding Greenbrook Pond, and 
Greenbrook Ditch. Davis ex- 
plained that the city has an estab- 
lished procedure for naming 
things like the lake. If for a per- 
son, it is usually one who was 
important in Greenbelt history 
and who is long deceased. 

Charles Jackman, a resident of 
Greenbrook Estates, questioned 
what would be done about the 
easement needed to complete and 
interconnect the trail system in 
the area. Davis replied that the 
easements are part of the main 
trail plan, and the city will be 
discussing the plan in about a 
month. Jackman expressed con- 
cern over the loss of green space. 
Davis added that some people fa- 
vor the trails and some are op- 
posed, largely depending on how 
close or far away from the ease- 
ment they are. 

Memorial Grove 

Pyles remembered all the hard 
work that Jack Davis did. Putens 
commented that there are many 
who deserve to be remembered. 
Putens recommended that the city 
council be asked to establish a 
memorial grove in Schrom Hills 
Park. One tree would be planted 
for each person so honored. 
GEAC members supported the 
idea. 

Hanover Projects 

There are still some lights out 
on Hanover Parkway north of 
193. GEAC treasurer Charlene 
McAdams said the dark areas are 
unsafe for pedestrians, particu- 
larly at the bus stops on Mandan 
Road. 

Goldberg and Putens both 
commented that the bollards 
blocking the entrance to 
Greenway Shopping Center from 


northbound traffic Hanover Park- 
way are working well, and traffic 
in the area is now safer. Putens 
said that the shopping center was 
poorly designed; there was no 
overall traffic plan for the area. 
There are now lights at the en- 
trance to Hunting Ridge. 

The lights on Ora Glen are 
now working. Repair work on 
the 96" water main proceeds with 
no apparent problems. 
Greenbrook Lake is open, al- 
though all the landscaping will 
take about a year to complete, 
according to city horticulturist 
Bill Phelan. 

WSSC has not given the city 
an easement to install street lights 
above its water main on Hanover 
Parkway. The lights will have to 
wait until this problem is re- 
solved. McAdams reminded 
GEAC that street lights on 
Hanover Parkway had. been 
promised two years ago. 

There was some discussion as 
to what should be done about the 
entrance to ERHS on Hanover 
Parkway. The city made several 
proposals which were rejected by 
GEAC. The matter awaits a 
meeting between GEAC and 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment. Pyles repeated her re- 
quest for a police guard at the 
crossing. 

Alarm Law 

The city will enforce the 
county law on false alarms at 
commercial establishments. This 
law does not apply to private 
residences.

The Sound Scene

Music and more music were 
the key words on November 14 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. A fall concert hosted 
by the music department was 
presented in the school audito- 
rium. Participating in the Fri- 
day night concert were the 
Concert Band I, Men’s Choir, 
Concert Orchestra, Chamber 
Orchestra, Gospel Choir, and 
Wind Ensemble, in that order. 

I guess gone are the days of 
just a band, and a choir. First, 
I have to say that the ERHS 
auditorium is a nice venue to 
‘hold a high school concert. 
It’s a far cry from a smelly old 
gymnasium or the multi-pur- 
pose cafeteria. 

The 7:30 p.m. concert 
started with the Concert Band 
I, directed by Sally S. Wagner. 
As with all the groups, the 
Concert Band played three 
pieces. They did especially 
well on a piece called “The 
Legend of Knife River.”

Scott Laird then took center 
stage to lead both the Concert 
Orchestra and the Chamber Or- 
chestra to finish the first half of 
the evening’s performance, 
When Laird stood at the micro- 
phone to introduce the pieces, | 
did a double take because from 
the balcony he doesn’t look 
much older than his students.
